Gary Cooper and Helen Hayes 
are co-starred in “A Farewell to 
Arms,” film edition of Ernest 
Hemingway’s best-selling novel, 
which begins a return engage- 
ment today at the The- 
atre, with Adolphe Menjou head- 
ing a splendid supporting cast. 

The film, which follows the 
story of the original novel 
closely, is the tale of the love of 
an American lieutenant in the 
Italian ambulance corps and an 
English nurse.

Menjou, also in love with the 
nurse, is the military censor who 
intercepts Miss Hayes’ letters 
to Cooper. The latter, desperate 
because he has not heard from 
his sweetheart, finally deserts 
and flees to her side.

Edward G. Robinson comes to 
the Theatre today, in 
one of his most famous charac- 
terizations, that of the heroic 
Wong Low Get in Warner Bros.’
